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1. Artyabdominal tube band for holding medical tubes attached to a patient 
comprising: 

a\ubstantially rectangular fabric band having dimensions that permit the 
band to be releasably connectable when fitted around a human body; 
a protective pocket positioned within the band away from the patient's 
skin fo\ receiving medical tube ends extending from the patient's body; 
and 

fastening frneans for releasably securing the band in position connected to 
opposite entis of the band such that when the band is fitted around a 
human body the opposite ends of the band will overlap for engaging the 
fastening mean\ and the pocket is positioned proximal to the medical 
tube ends, 

thereby providing k comfortable tube holder that is independent of any 
patient garment and\does not contact the stoma, but that provides 
adequate support and\protection of the medical tubes and their insertion 
region within the patienVs body. 

2. The band according to claim l\ wherein the fastening means are hook and 
loop fasteners. 
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<L 3.The band according to claim 1 , wherein the fastening means are ties.

extending from the patient's body; anc 

hook and loop fasteners for releasably securing the band in position 
connected to opposite ends of the band Wh that when the band is fitted 
around a human body the opposite ends of the band will overlap for 
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engagin^,the hook and loop fasteners and the pocket is positioned 
proximal tb the medical tube ends, 

thereby providing a comfortable tube end holder that is independent of 
any patient garment and does not contact the stoma, but that provides 
adequate support and protection of the medical tubes and their insertion 
region within the patient's body. 
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
